New York, Sept. 6.—The past 
month has been one of great excite- 
ment and unusual vigor in the grain 
market, the enormous amount of 13,- 
000,000 bushels of grain having been 
shipped from this port during the 
month. To carry this immense quan- 
tity of grain across the ocean the 
services in whole or part were requir- 
ed of 325 vessels, consisting of 146 
steamers, 24 ship?, 144 barks and 11 
brigs. The number of steamers em- 
ployed in carrying grain is exception- 
ally large. This arises fronr the great 
difficulty shippers encounter in find- 
ing spiling vessels qualified to carry 
grain that can be chartered. Another 
reason is that steamers carry part 
general cargo and take the balance in 
grain, either in bulk or in bags. The 
present indications of the grain trade 
for the ensuing month point to an 
immense business. Every vessel in 
port that can carry grain has been 
chartered, and ''space" for part car- 
goes of grain has been secured a 
month ahead. The large elevators 
are busy night and day loading vessels 
and the demand for more vessels is 
increasing. Shippers say the demand 
for grain has only commenced. The 
orders from Europe aie steadily pour 
ing in and it is likelr that the present 
month will be the largest in exporta- 
tion of grain ever seen in this port< 
It is confidently expected the ship- 
ments will amount to 
15,000,000 
bushels.

J o b n SbermanlHtn—Knpposea Case^ 


John Sherman has left his post of 
duty at Washington to deliver stump 
speeches in favor of the election of 
Chester A. Arthur to the second high- 
est, and contingently to the highest, 
office in the United States, and he 
protests that he "never said one word 
impugning Gen. Arthur's he nor or in- 
tegrity as a man"—that is, one word 
that would question his personol fit- 
ness for the high office for which he is 
in nomination.

Mr. Porter set up large claims in 
bis speech here on Friday last for 
credit for the Republican party \egi 
lation in its "free gifts" of home- 
steads to actual settlers on the pub- 
lic lands. We think he largely over- 
states the value of his so-called "free 
gifts" of homesteads to settlers, as 
compared with the larger and freer 
gifts of the public lands to cap 
italist.

The public land alloted to the set- 
tler under the captivating and some 
what delusive title of "Homestead," 
has in every case been limited to 160 
acres in quantity, and subject to the 
condition of five years grubbing and 
otherwise improving it.

Mr. Porter calls them 
amount 
so 
far 
to 
some 
64 
million acres only, and are occupied 
by families that number in the aggre- 
gate one hundred thousand souls, 
Well, so far so good. It looks like 
pretty generous thing to do, providec 
only, the Republican party has been 
doing it at its own expense. But ii; 
on examination we find that it has 
been doing it wholly at the equal ex 
penee of Democrats and Republicans 
alike, we can't see how he can in jus 
tice give all the credit of it to the Re- 
publicans, and according to his way 
of putting it, to the discredit and dis- 
paragement of the Democrats; and if 
in addition to this we find that the 
Republican party while giving only 
160 acres to "each poor settler" on

to occupancy, and in unlimited quan- 
tities, it is to be called "a Land 
Grant." 


Poor settler, which of the two had 
you rather have, "a homestead" or a 
"land grant?" 
You ought to apply

But 
as 
Mr. Porter 
has gone his way and will probably 
be no more heard of in Fort Wayne, 
until too late for his interposition to 
be of any service, you ought to make 
sure of a hearing from the next big 
man of the party that comes along 
talking about "homesteads," in ways 
that are dark and tricks that are vain. 
John Sherman 
perhaps—we don't 
know—may be so—may be not so— 
we have our doubts—but after all 
maybe he may—point out the reason 
for the difference why homesteads 
of only 160 acres are granted to "poor 
settlers," while homesteads of unlim- 
ited quantities are granted to rich 
capitalists.

Abstract ef ttae Opinion Rendered 


by Jadse howry 
in the Tele- 


grapb Injunction Case. 


In the matter of the application by 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. 
vs. the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne & 
Ciiicago E. R. Co., the Pennsylvania 
Co. and the American Union Tele- 
graph Co., for a temporary injunction 
against the construction and operation 
by the defendant, the A. U. Pel. Co., 
of a line of telegraph through the 
State of Indiana, on the right ¡of way 
of the ^Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne & 
Chicago R. R. Co., Judge Lowry, of 
the Superior Court, on Tuesday ren- 
dered his decision. 
The ruling was 
made orally in the presence of a por- 
tion of the counsel of each of the 
parties. 
Gen. Harrison, 
of Indian- 
apolis, represented the plaintiff and 
Mr. Greene, of Springfield, and oth- 
ers, the defendants.; 


The conclusions reached were, in 
substance, as follows: 


First: 
That, if the estate of the 
railroad company in in its right of 
way is, as seems to have been assumed 
by counsel -on both sides, one in fee, 
then the contracts of the 
railroad 
company with the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. not to allow any other 
company to construct or operate a 
line of telegraph on its right of way, 
would not be void as being in restraint 
of trade, the restriction beipg con 
fined to a strip of territory less than 
100 feet wide and limited to 25 years. 


Second: 
Such contracts in 
such 
case would not be ulira vires, for the 
reason that the railroad company, 
having an absolute estate, in perpetu- 
ity.. in the land itdcli, would be as 
free to act in granting a use or ease- 
ment therein, or in stipulating to re- 
fuse one, as would any other absolute 
owner. 


Third: 
If the doctrine of ultra i ire$ 
—that is, that the contract is without 
the scope of the corporate authority 
—could 
apply in such case, the de- 
fendant's railroad companies would 
be estopped from setting it up while 
enjoying the benefits arising out of 
the contract, and the covenantee of 
the Pennsylvania 
Co., having knowl- 
edge of the facts, would be equally 
bound. 


Fourth: 
But the contracts in ques 
tion were both made in view of, and 
are to be construed in the light of, 
the co-exiating sovereign power of 
eminent domain, the statute as to 
rights of way for telegraph compan- 
ies, and the act of Congress as to the 
construction of 
telegraph lines on 
post roads. 
Though not idira 
vires, 
nor invalid as being in restraint of 
trade, such contracts must, surely, 
yield to the sovereign right of eminent 
domain, and the statutes enacted in 
pursuance thereof, and to the consti- 
tutional 
legislation of Congress as. 
embodied in the act of 
1866. 
If, 
therefore, the covenants between the 
defendant,Railroad Company,and the 
W. U. T, Co., were, merely, that it 
would negative any attempt to con- 
struct or operate any other line of 
telegraph on ivs right of way, suppose 
that another company puts itself in a 
position to avail itself of a right of 
way by instituting proceedings and 
filing its article of appropriation un- 
der our statute, and compensates the 
owner of the land by assessing and 
paying damages, or by way of amica- 
ble settlement as required 
by our 
statute in the one case; or, in the other 
case accepts of the terms of the act of 
Congress, as required thereby, 
and 
makes compensation, if any be de- 
mandable and is required, to the party 
entitled thereto, and proposes to build 
its telegraph line in pursuance of our 
statute or such act of Congress, which 
shall the court regard as of the higher 
authority?—the contract of the rail- 
road company not to allow the con- 
struction of the new line, or the stat- 
ute of Indiana and the act of 
Con- 
gress? 
The one says: 
"Condemn 
your right of way and agree about or 
assess and pay the party entitled 
thereto his damages and proceed with 
your work." 
The other enacts that 
any 
telegraph company 
then, 
or 
thereafter to be, organized, "shall 
have the right to construct, majatain, 
and operate lines of telegraph through 
and over 
* 
^^ * 
* 
* 
and 
along any of the 
* 
* 
post roads of 
the United States, which have been, 


or may her^fter, be declared Bach by 
act of Oongress,'* with an accom- 
panying proviso that, before any com- 
pany shall secure such power and 
privilege, it shall file its acceptance of 
the terms of the act. 
It is admitted 
that both the plaintiff and the defend- 
ant telegraph company have duly filed 
their acceptance of the terms of this 
act. 
Though not such at the time of 
its passage, this, in common with all 
other railroads, has, by the act of June 
8,1872, and section 3964 of the Revis- 
ed States of the United Stales, since 
been declared to be a post road. 
The 
American Union Company also claims 
to have settled with the proper party 
forali damages to result from the new 
use proposed to be engrafted on the 
railroad right of way. 
Thè plaintiff 
admits the making of 
compensation 
to the Pennsylvania Company as the 
successor of the original company— 
the Pittsburgh, Ft. Wayne & Chicago. 
Whether the party settled with is the 
right one, is a question that can hard- 
ly be raised by the W. U. T. Co. un- 
less that company is the right party. 
To be regarded as such, in this case, 
that company must have what would 
amount 
to 
an 
affirmative 
grant 
of 
the 
whole 
right 
of 
way, for telegraph purposes, on 
the 
railroad grounds. 
That the plaintifl 
had not such affirmative right is illus- 
trated by the suggestion, whether it 
could, under the contracts it held, 
have built other lines of 
telegraph 
than those stipulated for, without fur- 
ther or 
other 
authority than that 
contained in those contracts? 
That 
it 
was understood by the 
parties 
that the plaintiff could not, is mani- 
fest 
by 
the 
making 
and 
terms 
of 
the 
second 
agreement 
in 
regard to more and greater facilities 
than were covered by the 
first. 
Yet 
the clause as to which it is, to some ex 
tent, insisted operates to transfer the 
whole right of way for telegraph pur 
poses, is contained equally 
in 
the 
first as in the second contract. 


Fifth: But the true view is conceiv- 
ed to be that, in the absencc of pur 
chase from,and cojiveyance in fee by, 
the former owner or owners of 
the 
land to the 
railroad company, 
it 
has 
not an estate in 
fee, in 
the 
broader 
sense 
of 
that 
term, in 
the strip of land covered by its right 
of way. 
In the sense of duration of 
tenure, and of 
being 
transmissable, 
the estate is, of course, in the nature 
of a fee. 
But as to the extent 
oi 
interest in the land, it would 
seem 
clearly 
to be in the nature of 
an 
easement. 
It has been so held in this 
State without, so far as can be 
dis- 
covered 
after 
somewhat 
thorough 
research, being 
subsequently ques- 
tioned. (Cin., U. & Ft. W. R. R. Co. 
vs Sipe, 11th Ind., 07.) 
The bearing 
of other decisions is in the same di - 
rection. 
Minerals in the right of way 
cannot be appropriated by the rail- 
road company to the deprivation of 
the owner of what is thus the 
servi- 
ant estate. 
In case of the surrender 
of its franchises by the railroad com- 
pany, will not the original owner of 
the soil, his 
heir 
or 
assign, be- 
come entitled to the reversion? 
As- 
suming 
this 
view 
to be correct, 
then, either as an incident to its busi- 
ness in the successful operation of its 
railroad, or, under the express 
letter 
oi our statute, the railroad company 
may build and operate a line of tele- 
graph on its right 
of way. 
As a 
consequence it may have the same 
done by another. 
Can it do 
more? 
Although not ultra vires in the ordi- 
nary 
sense, nor obnoxious to 
the 
principle of 
being in restraint of 
trade, can it in the face of the 
stat- 
utes of this State and the 
United 
States to the effect that other compa 
nies may, under certain 
conditions, 
build other telegraph linei: upon its 
right of way, validly stipulate that it 
will not allow the other lines to be 
built? 
If it be said that, 
notwith- 
standing 
its 
agreement 
not 
to 
do 
so, 
it 
has 
given 
its 


they exercise over post roads aijin in 
cident of the power to establish them. 
To entitle the defendant, 
telegraph 
company, to the right of construct- 
ing its line it may be assumed 
that 
under our State statute, it must 
first 
take certain steps prescribed by that 
statute, as well as adjust damages. 
Under the act of Congress no such 
steps are necessary in reference 
to 
post roads. 
Someone may, in either 
case, be entitled to damages. 
If the 
new use affect injuriously the value 
of the railroad company's franchise, 
such company, it may be, is so enti- 
tled. 
If it affect injuriously the 
in- 
heritance of the serviant estate, the 
owner of that may be entitled to com- 
pensation. 
Such is the rule as to the 
owners of lots abutting on a street on 
which a steam railway has been al- 
lowed to be constructed. 
But if 
the 
new use engrafted on the former eas- 
ement in no way affects injuriously 
either of those interests, then, as in 
t ie case of a horse railway 
construc- 
ted under like circumstances, accord 
ing to the weight of authority proba- 
bly no one wonld be entitled to dama- 
ages. 


Sixth: But it is not really material, 
it seems to me, which view is correct 
as to the character of the estate of the 
railroad company. 
In either view, if 
•he premises adopled are correct 
in 
other respects, 
the Western 
Union 
Telegraph Company is not in a posi- 
tion to raise any question as to dama- 
ges. 
That, under the conceded factsj, 
is the only question that any third 
party can raise in 
my judgment 
against the right of construction 
of 
the defendant Telegraph Company's 
line of telegraph, under the acts of 
Congress. 


Seventh: 
Neither can the plaintiff 
insist that the defendant, Pennsylva 
nia company, shall not be allowed to 
deliver telegraph materials to the de- 
fendant, Telegraph company, at points 
between its stations. 
Being a com- 
mon carrier, and, that privilege 
be- 
ing accorded by it to the plaintifl', it 
cannot be ordered, especially 
at 
the 
instance of the latter, to be withheld 
from the defendant. 


Eighth: 
It will be proper, however, 
that, in the construction and 
opera 
tion of its line, the defendant, 
Tele- 
graph Company, shall not be permit- 
ted to interfere with 
the 
reasonable 
enjoyment, by the Western 
Union 
Telegraph Company, of the franchise 
of which it is possessed. 


It is therefore. 
Ordered, that the temporary iuj unc- 
tion asked for against the 
cont^truc- 
tion of a line of telegraph by the de- 
fendant Telegraph Comp;<ny, and the 
delivery of materals to it by the Penn- 
sylvania Company at points between 
its station?, be refused; and that time 
be given for the framing of a proper 
order by the plaiíitíff, to be enforced 
pending the litigation, to prevent in- 
terference, by the defendants,with the 
plaintiff, in the operation of its exis 
ting lines.
